London. Ja n. 22.—T he battle for the 
trenches In Flanders and Fra nce con­ 
tinues, almost without cessation, from 
the seas to the Swiss border. 
In the mud of Flanders, the floods 
of the Aisne valley and the snows of 
the Argonne and the Vosges, the sol­ 
diers of Germany and the allied na- j 
tions keep up a continued tight to hold 
what they possess ami take something I 
from that held by the enemy. 
According to a long official report | 
of the lighting during the last two j 
months, issued 
by the 
French war 
staff, this method of siege operations 
largely has favored the allies, who, 
while they have gained ground on a l­ 
most every part of the front, have 
been forced to give way in only one 
region— that of Holssons. 
They aro being put to a test, how­ 
ever, similar to that which obliged 
them to retire from north of the Aisne, 
near Soissons, because the German s, 
realizing the danger to their commu­ 
nications with Metz, a s a result of 
the French advance near Pont a-Mous- 
son. have sent reinforcements there 
and have begun a battle for the posi­ 
tions th ey lost during the last week. 
The Germans apparently have regain­ 
ed a portion of them and fighting for 
the remainder is now in progress. 


Artillery the Busiest Arms. 


At 
the other 
points, 
particularly 
near St. Mihiel and in Alsace, there 
l ave been intantry engagements, but 
on the whole the artillery continues 
to be the busiest arm. 
T t j Russians have renewed their 
ofTenaive operations against Mlaw's, a 
town which has changed hands often 
since the commencement of the war, 
and it appears they again will attempt 
to envelop the German forces which 
a re holding the line of the Mazurian 
lakes and avenge themselves for the 
defeat at Tannenburg. 
On the rest of the Polish front and 
in Galicia the Austro-German a ttacks 
are becoming more intermittent, a c­ 
cording to the Russian report, which

The 
Russians 
continue

progress against the Austrian outposts 
in the mountains between Bukowina 
and Transylvania. 
The German# explain the action of 
their airships in dropping bombs on 
towns and villages in Norfolk, Eng­ 
land, by saying that they had been 
fired on. 
British airmen in turn have 
been busy in Belgium and, according 
to a report from Holland, have ven­ 
tured as far as Essen. Rhenish Prus­ 
sia. where they destroyed some build­ 
ings. 
Holland has asked Germany for an 
explanation of the report that the Ger­ 
man airships on their way to England 
passed over Dutch territory.

London, Jan. 22.— The battle for the 
trenches in Flanders and France con­ 
tinues, almost without cessation, from 
tile seas to the Swiss border. 
In the mud of Flanders, the floods 
of the Aisne valley and the snows of 
the Argonne and the Vosges, the sol­ 
diers of Germany and the allied na­ 
tions keep up a continued tight to hold 
what they possess and take something 
from that held by the enemy. 
According to a long official report 
of the fighting during the last two 
months, issued 
by the 
French war 
staff, this method of siege operations 
largely has favored the allies, who, 
while they have gained ground on al­ 
most every part of the front, have 
been forced to give way in only one 
region— that of Soissons. 
They aro being put to a test, how­ 
ever, similar to that which obliged 
them to retire from north of the Aisne, 
near Soissons, because the Germans, 
realizing the danger to their commu­ 
nications with Metz, as a result of 
the French advance near Font a-.Vlous- 
son. have sent reinforcements there 
and have begun a battle for the posi­ 
tions they lost during the last week. 
The Germans apparently have regain­ 
ed a portion of them and fighting for 
the remainder is now in progress. 


Artillery the Busiest Arms. 


At 
the other 
points, 
particularly 
near St. Mihiel and in Alsace, there 
have been infantry engagements, but 
on the whole the artillery continues 
to be the busiest arm. 
Tt a Russians have renewed their 
offensive operations against Mia wa. a 
town which has changed hands often 
since the commencement of the war, 
and it appears they again will attempt 
to envelop the German forces which 
are holding the line of the Mazurian 
lakes and avenge themselves for the 
defeat at Tannenburg. 
On the rest of the l*olish front and 
in Galicia the Austro-German attacks 
are becoming more intermittent, ac- 
cording to the Russian rei>ort, which 
generally is brief when big events 
are happening 
The 
Russians 
continue 
to 
make 
progress against the Austrian outposts 
in the mountains between Bukov. Ina 
and Transylvania. 
The Germans explain the action of 
their airships in dropping bombs on 
towns and villages in Norfolk, Hop­ 
land, by saying that they had been 
fired on. 
British airmen in turn have 
been busy in Belgium and. according 
to a report from Holland, have ven­ 
tured as far as Essen. Rhenish Prus­ 
sia, where they destroyed some build­ 
ings. 
Holland has asked Germany for an 
explanation of the report that the Ger­ 
man airships on their way to England 
passed over Dutch territory.

J. S. McCoy, actuary of tho treas­ 
ury department, however, calculates 
the population will he 100,016,000 on 
Feb. I and that tho hundred million 
mark will he reached Jan. 27 or 28.

In the census bureau the direct in­ 
crease, as shown by the difference in 
population in 1900 und 1910, is taken.

Mlt ia one of the extraordinary things 
of warfare,” say» a recent writer tn 
Pearson’s Weekly (London), “that a 
big battle Invariably produces rain.” 
Once In tho early stone age some­ 
body remarked to somebody else that 
rain frequently occurred after battles. 
Tbe author of this casual statement 
was probably not a psychologist else 
his conscience would have smitten him 
for having set afloat in the world the 
germ of a particularly fatuoua fallacy. 
The evolution of tbe Idea was probably 
complete long before tho age of bronze. 
Big bnttlce are often followed by rain. 
Big battles often produce rnln. 
Big 
battles Invariably produce rnln. 
Even 
tiie modern penny-« liner cannot im­ 
prove on the statement. 
Tho myth Is 
llxed—crystallized—nnd probably im­ 
perishable. 
Had wo enjoyed the privilege of pe r 
sonai acquaintance with the Neander­ 
thal 
gentleman Juat mentioned we 
should have courteously entreated him 
to start anotJher ball rolling down the 
ages, to wit, “A big sneeso ia oftea 
followed by rain." 
Tho Infinitesimal 
increase in the humidity of the air 
occasioned by a sneeze is a simple and 
obvious fart, whereas the Infinitesimal 
amount of water vapor produced by 
tbe explosion of a few tons of am ­ 
munition can be hunted down only by 
nn excursion into tbe fields of chem­ 
istry. 
Since, ho wev er, wa must put up with 
the my th in Its present fo rm, let us 
see ho w It happens thnt rain has so 
o ften fo llo wed battles as to suggest t# 
uncritical peo pie thnt there was a phy s 
teal relatio n between the o ne and the 
o ther. 
First o f all, no such relatio n ex tatn. 
Rnln is the result o f the activ e co n­ 
densatio n lu the atmo sphere, nnd this 
la purely a question of humidity nnd 
temperature. 
If tbe humidity bo suffi­ 
ciently Increased, or tho temperature 
Biifflciently lowered, condensation is in­ 
evitable—provided certain 
nuclei of 
condensation (dust particles or mole 
cules of hygroscopic gases) bo present, 
and outside of the laboratory they al­ 
ways are present 
Now, It Is conceivable that a waning 
army might produce a local rainstorm 
by setting fire to a great city. 
If tho 
ulr bo rather moist a large coufiugra 
tlon invariably builds up great cumulus 
clouds above it. 
Tho heated air rises 
and cools by expansion. Juat as its does 
from tlie sun heated earth on a sum 
mer day, and condensation results. Un­ 
der favorable conditions a very big 
Are might cause a sm art shower, or 
even a thunderstorm, though usually 
the process goes no further thuu tu 
form clouds. 
A battle, however, cannot bo sup 
poaod to havo any appreciable effect 
upon either the temperature or tho 
humidity of the air. Two explanations 
of the alleged production of rniu by 
battles have been offered, one non* 
seuslcal, nnd the other pseudo adon 
title. 
The uonsenslrnl explanation is 
the popular one—viz, that tho con 
deusatlon of moisture is promoted by 
tbe concussion due to cannonading, or 
that tbe drops already condensed aud 
constituting tbe clouds are Jostled to­ 
gether by the same process, with the 
result that they coalesce aud fall as 
rnln. 
As was once pointed out by 
Professor Newcomb, the effect of o 
violent exploniou upon a body of moist 
air a quarter of a mile sway la exactly 
tbe Ramo as that of the clapping of 
one’s hands upon the moist air of the 
room in which the experiment Is per 
formed—i. e., absolutely niL Or, again. 
If wo stand in tbe steam escaping 
from a kettle and clap our bands we 
shnll not produce u shower, though we 
Jostle the water drops Just as tho ex 
plosion does at a distance of a quarter 
of a rnl le. 
Tbe pseudo-sclentiflc explanation 1» 
that the gases and smoke produced by 
eiploslons increase condensation by Ir- 
rrensirig the number of "nuclei" In the 
atmosphere. The nucleation of the at 
mosphere, as affected by ordinary dust 
Iness, by hygroscopic gases, by radio 
active discharge*, by ultra violet light 
and what not Is still an obscure sub 
Ject An outstanding result of recent 
InvestigatloDs. however, appears to be 
this: Tbe lower atmosphere normally 
contains more than the minimum num­ 
ber of nuclei necessary for the process 
of condensation, and this process can 
not be made more active by a mere In 
crease in the number. Thus various 
and abundant nuclei, in the form of 
gases and smoke, are given off to the 
atmosphere by great manufacturing 
centers, yet these places do not have a 
heavier rainfall than the surrounding 
open country. Pittsburgh, for exam­ 
ple, is one of tbe driest places in Penn 
« ylvania. Tbe suggestion that explo­ 
sions may produce rain by furnishing 
nuclei to the atmosphere Is. in fact a 
mere speculation, and probably could 
be easily refuted by laboratory experi 
menta.—Scientific American.

“It is one of the extraordinary things 
of w arfare,” says a recent w riter in 
l'earson's Weekly (London), “th a t a 
big battle invariably produces rain.” 
Once In tho early stone ago some­ 
body rem arked to somebody else th at 
rain frequently occurred after battles. 
The author of this casual statem ent 
was probably not a psychologist, else 
bls conscience would have sm itten him 
for buying set afloat in the world the 
germ of a particularly fatuous fallacy. 
The evolution of the idea w as probably 
complete long before the age of bromo.

ages, to wit, **A big 8111*0*0 is often 
followed by rain." 
The Infinitesimal 
increase in tho humidity of the air 
occasioned by a sneeze Is a simple and 
obvious fact, w hereas the infinitesimal 
am ount of w ater vapor produced by 
the explosion of a few tons of am ­ 
munition can be hunted down only by 
an excursion into the fields of chem ­ 
istry. 
Since, however, w e m ust put up with 
the myth in its present form, let us 
see how it happens thnt rain has so 
often followed battles as to suggest re 
uncritical people th a t there waa a phys­ 
ical relation between the one and the 
other. 
First of all, no such relation exists. 
Rain is the result of the active con­ 
densation in the atmosphere, and this 
la purely a question of humidity and 
temperature. 
If the humidity bo suffi­ 
ciently Increased, or the tem perature 
sufficiently lowered, condensation Is In 
evitable—provided 
certain 
nuclei 
of 
condensation (dust particles or m ole 
cutes of hygroscopic gases) bo present. 
and outside of the laboratory they a 1 
ways are p resen t 
Now, it Is conceivable that a warring 
army might produce a local rainstorm 
by setting Are to a great city. 
lf the 
ulr bo rattier moist, a large couflugra 
Hon Invariably builds up great cumulus 
clouds above it. 
The heated air rises 
and cools by expansion. Just as its does 
from the sun heated earth on a sum 
mer day, and condensation results. Un­ 
der favorable conditions a very big 
fire might cause a sm art shower, or 
even a thunderstorm , though usually 
the process goes no further than to 
form clouds. 
A battle, however, cannot be sup 
posed to have any appreciable effect 
upon either the tem perature or the 
humidity of the air. Two explanations 
of the alleged production of rain by 
battles have been offered, one non­ 
sensical, and the other pseudo-seien 
tlflc. 
The nonsensical explanation is 
the popular one—viz, th at tho con 
deusHtion of moisture is promoted by 
the concussion due to cannonading, or 
thnt the drops already condensed and 
constituting the clouds are Jostled t a 
get her by the sam e process, with the 
result th a t they coalesce sud full as 
min. 
As wan once pointed out hy 
Protestor Newcomb, the effect of a 
violent explosion upon a body of moist 
air a quarter of a mile sw ay Is exactly 
the aamo as that of the clapping of 
ono’s hands upon the moist air of the 
room In which the experiment Is per 
formed—i. e., absolutely niL Or, again, 
if we stand in the steam escaping 
from a kettle and clap our hands we 
shall not produce a shower, though we 
jostle the water drops ju st as the ex­ 
plosion does a t a distance of a quarter 
of a mile. 
The pseudo-eclentlflc explanation is 
that the gases and smoke produced by 
explosions Increase condensation by In­ 
creasing the number of "nuclei" In the 
atmosphere. The nae leat Urn of the at 
mosphere, ss sffeeted by ordinary dust 
trices, by hygroscopic gases, by rsdlo 
active discharges, by ultra violet light 
• nd w hat n o t Is still sn obscure sub 
JecL 
An outstanding result of recant 
in vest I gat Ions. however, sppcars to be 
this: The lower atmosphere normally 
contains more than the minimum num ­ 
ber of nuclei necessary for the process 
of condensation, and this process can 
not be made more active by a mere In 
crease in the number. Thus various 
and abundant nuclei, in the form of 
gases and smoke, are given off to the 
atmosphere 
by great manufacturing 
j centers, yet these pisces do not have a 
I heavier rainfall than the surrounding 
ojx;n country. 
Pittsburgh, for exam 
pie, Is one of the driest places in Penn 
Sylvania. 
T he suggestion that explo 
lions may produce rain by furnishing 
nuclei to the atmosphere Is. in fa c t s 
mere speculation, and probably could 
be easily refuted by laboratory expert 
men ta.—Scientific American.

Secretary Lane has encountered tile 
opposition of men who want the i*>w- 
er sites as well us the public lands 
containing natural resources turned 
over to the states for disposition. 
It 
is not likely that congress will ever 
lake any such action, as the eastern 
states are rather jealous of their rights 
in the public lands of the western 
states. 
The western men think that 
their states should have the privileges 
of tile natural resources contained in 
Hic states and that the national gov­ 
ernment should no longer exercise con­ 
trol. 
This land question Is one which has 
agitated the country for many years, 
hut Its settlement is not likely to be 
obtained at this time, although Sis ro­ 
tary Lane indicates that failure to act 
now’ will probably prevent anything 
being done for many years to come.

CHARGED WITH ASSAULT 


U. S. was not Made a Party. U. S 
Cannot be Sued. U. S. Holds 
Title to Indian Lands 


Judge W. S. McCienahan. of the dis­ 
trict court, has given his decision in 
the case of William Potter, one Scha- 
day aud John W. Carl on behalf of 
certain Indian tribes, against E. A. 
Engler and the E. A. Engler Lumber 
Co. of International Falls, finding for 
the defendants. 


The suit was one in equity by cer­ 
tain Chippewa Indians representing 
themselves and the tribe to enjoin the 
defendants from cutting and remov­ 
ing timber from ccitain so-called In­ 
dian lands on the segregated and 
ceded portion of Red Lake Indian res­ 
ervation. 


This timber, believed to be some 
2 0 ,000.000 feet, was advertised for 
sale by the government and Engler 
and others were bidders at the sale. 
As a result of that bidding the de­ 
partment awarded the timber to Eng­ 
ler. 
In May he entered into the eon 
tract for cutting and removing it, 
gave the required bond and made de­ 
posit of $15,000, the percentage re­ 
quired under the law. 
The contract 
bond and deposit still stands. 
Of 
course that contra^ 
wa* befi.ff en 
Engler and the United States, and the 
Engler Lumber company made a con­ 
tract with other .parties cutting and 
removing timber and the contractors 
had commenced work when this action 
was started. 


The plaintiff’* claim is that Engler 
was not the highest bidder at the sale 
and that the actual sale to him was 
a private transaction between him 
and the interior department, 
land 
therefore void. 
The plaintiff further 
claims that the lowest bidder was 
Edward W. Backus 
claim title to the timber under con­ 
tract with the government. 
Now' in this action to enjoin the 
cutting and removing of timber, the 
i silted States is a party to the con­ 
tract. 
The United States was not 
made a party and could not have been 
made a party successfully because the 
United States cannot be sued. 
Under 
the law the United States holds the 
legal title to such Indian lands and 
the title of the Indians Is only an 
equitable title* the relationship be­ 
tween the United States and the In­ 
dians being in the nature of a trust. 


"My conclusion,” says Judge Mc­ 
Clenahan, “is that, unless the rights 
of the U. S. as here disclosed, are not 
to be afforded the same consideration 
that the humblest citizen can success­ 
fully demand for his rights, this ac­ 
tion cannot be maintained. 
The fact 
that it appears in the complaint that 
the government will not act to avoid 
the contract in question does not alter 
the situation. 
Its sovereign will con­ 
trols, aud unless aud until it consents 
to tewt, this controversy/ in the tri­ 
bunal designed for all such tests— a 
court of equity— the last word has 
been said. 
“ A great many questions other than 
those above touched on., were pre 
sented in the oral arguments and the 
briefs, bu: to discuss them here would 
add too much to this already very 
long memorandum. 
I have consid­ 
ered all of th< rn w ith care, however. 
” 1 feel that but one further con­ 
clusion should be stated, namely, that 
considering the relative injury that 
might result to the parties, and all 
the other circumstances 
here dis­ 
closed, the equities are not with the 
plaintiff's and were nothing here in­ 
volved but the exercise of the court’s 
discretion. 
I would refuse the tem­ 
porary writ of injunction.”

T ho recent action of the Intersta te 
Co mmerce f'orrimisslon In granting an 
increase in freight rates in the eastern 
classificatio n of territo ry; th e applica­ 
tion of the roads to state and Inter­ 
state co mmissio ns for an increase in 
rates, and the utterances of President 
Wilson on the subject bring the farm­ 
ers of this nation face to face with the 
pro blem 
of an 
increase • in 
freight 
rut**« . 
It Is the policy o f the F arm ers’ 
Union to m eet the issues affecting the 
w elfare of the farm ers squarely and 
we will do so in this Instance. 
T he transpo rtatio n facilities of the 
United Htates are Inadequate to ef­ 
fectively mer*t the dem ands of com­ 
m erce and particularly In the South 
and W est additio nal railway mileags 
Is needed to acco m mo date the move­ 
m ent of farm products. If In tho wl> 
flora of o ur Railroad Commissions an 
increase In freight rates is necessary 
to bring abo ut an Im pro vem ent In our j 
transpo rtatio n service, and an extern) 
slon of o ur mileage, then an Increasej 
should be granted, and the farm er is 
willing to share such pro po rtio n of 
the increase as Justly belo ngs to him, 
but we have some suggestio ns to tnake 
as to the m anner in which this in­ 
crease ahull be levied. 


Rates Follow Lines of Least Resist­ 
ance. 


The freight rates of the natio n 
ha v e 
been built-up along lines of least re- ' 
slstance. 
The m erchant, the m anu­ 
facturer, th e miner, the miller, tho ! 
lum berm an and the cattlem an have 
ha d their traffic bureaus tho ro ughly t 
organized and In many Instances I hey ; 
have 
pursued 
the railroad 
without j 
m ercy and with the po wer of organ- 
Ized to nnage they have ham m ered the i 
life o ut of tho rates and with unre- 1 
strained greed they have eaten the I 
vitals o ut of o ur transpo rtatio n system 
and since we have had railro ad com- j 
missions, these Interests, with skill 
and cunning, are reprenented at every j 
hearing In which their business is 
involved. 
T he farm er Is seldom represented 
at rate hearings, a?, his o rganizatio ns 
have never had the finances to em­ 
ploy counsel to develop his side of 
tho enso and, as a result, the products 
of the plow bear an unequal burden 
of the freight expense. 
A glance at 
tho freight tariffs abundantly proves ; 
this assertio n. 
Cotton, tho loading j 
agricultural pro duct of the So uth, nl- j 
ready bears the highest freight rate of 
any 
necessary 
co mmo dity 
in 
com-1 
merco, and the rato on agricultural 
pro ducts as a whole is out of pro ­ 
po rtio n with that of the pro ducts of 
tho facto ry and the mine. 
W e offer no schedule of rates, but 
ho pe tho co mmissio n will bo able to 
give the railro ad such an increase in 
rates as is necessary witho ut levying 
u furth e r toll upon the pro ducts of 
tho plow. 
T h e instance seem s to pre­ 
sent an o ppo rtunity to the Railroad 
Co m missio ns to equalize the rates as 
betw een agricultural and o ther classes 
of freight w itho ut disturbing the rates 
on staple farm products. 


W h at Is a F a ir Rate? 


W e do not know what co nstitutes 
s 
basis for rate making and have nevei 
heard of anyo ne who did 
claim 
to 
kno w much abo ut it, but If the pros­ 
perity of the farm is a facto r to be 
co nsidered and the railro ad co mmis­ 
sion co ncludes that an increase ir 
rates is necessary, we would prefei 
th a t it co m e to us thro ugh articles ol 
co nsum ptio n on their 
jo urney from 
the facto ry to the farm. 
W e would, 
for example, prefer that the rate on 
nogs rem ain as at present and the 
rato on meat bear the increase, foi 
any farm er can then avoid the burden 
by raising his own meat, and a farm ­ 
er who \N 111 no t try to raise his own 
m eat 
o ught 
to be 
penalized. 
Wo 
think the rate on coal and brick can 
much b etter bear an 
Increase 
than 
the rate on co tto n 
and 
flour. 
We 
would prefer that the rate on plows 
rem ain 
the 
same, and 
machinery, 
piano s and such articles as the poor­ 
er farm er canno t hope to po ssess bear 
the burden of increase. 
Tho increase In rates should be so 
arranged that the farm er who lives 
a t ho me will bear no part of the bur 
den, but let the farm er who boards 
in o ther states 
and 
co untries 
and 
who feeds his sto ck in foreign lands, 
nay the price of his follv

It Is the local press th a t will 
study th e local pro blem s and thro ugh 
Its co lum ns deal with subjects of most 
vital im po rtance to local life o f the 
community. 


A Noble Task. 


In to o m any instances the co untry 
papers m im ic th e city press by giv­ 
ing pro m inence to scandals, accidents 
and 
political 
agitatio n. 
T he 
new 
rural civilization has placed upon the 
rural press renewed respo nsibilities, 
and enlarged po ssibilities fo r useful­ 
ness. 
It canno t perfo rm its mission 
to agriculture by reco rding tho frail­ 
ties, th e m ishaps and Ino rdinate am ­ 
bitio ns of hum anity, o r by filling its 
co lumns with the echo es of the strug­ 
gles of busy streets, o r by enchanting 
sto ries of city life which lure o ur 
children fro m the farm. 
It has a higher and no bler task. 
Too o ften the pages of the city dailies 
bristle with the struggle o f am bitio us 
men in their wild lust for power, and 
many tim es th e flames of perso nal 
conflict sear th e tend er buds of new 
civilization and illum inate the path­ 
way to destructio n.

Tho recent action of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in granting an 
Increase In freight rates in the eastern 
classification of territory; tho applier 
Hon of the roads to state and inter­ 
state commissions for an increase in 
rates, and the utterances of President 
Wilson on the subject bring the farm- 1 
ors of this nation face to face with the j 
problem of an increase -in freight 
rates. It Is the policy of the Farmers’ j 
Union to meet the issues affecting the 
welfare of tho farmers squarely and 
we will do so In this instance. 
The transportation facilities of the 
United States are inadequate to ef­ 
fectively meet the demands of com­ 
merce and particularly in the South J 
and West additional railway mileage 
is needed to accommodate the move- j 
ment of farm products. If in the wi» 
dom of our Railroad Commissions an 
increase in freight rates Is necessary 
to bring about an improvement in our I 
transportation service, and an exten- I 
sion of our mileage, then an increase ' 
should be granted, and the farmer is 
willing to share such proportion of 
the increase as justly belongs to him, 
but we have Rome suggestions to make 
as to the manner In which this in­ 
crease shall be levied. 


Rates Follow Lines of Least Resist­ 
ance. 


Tho freight rates of the nation have 
bei n built-up along lines of least re­ 
sistance. 
The merchant, the manu­ 
facturer, the miner, the miller, the 
lumberman and the cattleman have 
had their traffic bureaus thoroughly 
organized and in many instances they 
have pursued tho railroad without 
mercy and with the power of organ­ 
ized tonnage they have hammered the 
life out of tho rates and with unre­ 
strained greed they have eaten the 
vitals out of our transportation system 
and since we have had railroad com­ 
missions, these interests, with skill 
and cunning, nro represented at every 
hearing in which their business Is 
Involved. 
The fanner Is seldom represented 
at rate hearings, as his organizations 
have never had the finances to em­ 
ploy counsel to develop his side of 
the case and. as a result, the products 
of the plow bear nn unequal burden 
of the freight expense. 
A glance at 
the freight tariffs abundantly proves 
this assertion. 
Cotton, tho leading 
agricultural product of the South, al­ 
ready hears the highest freight rate of 
any necessary commodity In com­ 
merce, ami the rate on agricultural 
products as a whole is out of pro­ 
portion with that of tho products of 
tho factory and the mine. 
Wo offer no schedule of rates, but 
hope the commission will be able to 
give the railroad such an increase in 
rates as is necessary without levying 
a further toll upon the products of 
tho plow. The instance seems to pre­ 
sent an opportunity to the Railroad 
Commissions to equalize the rates as 
between agricultural and Other classes 
of freight without disturbing the ratea 
on staple farm products. 


What Is a Fair Rate? 


We do not know what constitutes f 
basis for rate making and have nevei 
heard of anyone who did claim to 
know much about It, but if the pros­ 
perity of tho farm is a factor to be 
considered and the railroad commis­ 
sion concludes that an increase ic 
ratos is necessary, we would prefei 
that it come to us through articles ol 
consumption on their Journey from 
the factory to the farm. 
We would, 
for example, prefer that the rate on 
nogs remain as at present and the 
rate on meat bcnr the increase, foi j 
any farmer can then avotd the burden i 
by raising his own meat, and a farm 
cr who will not try to raise his own 
meat 
ought 
to be 
penalized. 
We 
think the rate on coal and brick can 
much better bear an increase than 
the rate on cotton and flour. 
Wt 
would prefer that the rate on plows 
remain 
the 
same, and 
machinery, 
pianos and such articles as the poor 
or farmer cannot hope to possess bear 
the burden or Increase. 
The increase in rates should be so 
arranged that the farmer who lives 
at home will bear no part of the bur 
den, but let the farmer who boards 
in other states and 
countries and 
who feeds his stock In foreign lands, 
nay the price of his folly

Even the coffin of a suicide 
may have curative value. 
There is a Devonshire belief to 
the effect that, If any one suffering 
from disease can manage to throw a 
white handkerchief on such a coffin 
ai the time of its interment, the 
ti!* ase will vanish as the handker­ 
chief decays. 
Much superstitions value has been 
attached to the knots of the ropes 
used either by a suicide or In the 
execution of a criminal.

A broad campaign of publicity on 
the subject of rural life is needed in 
this state today to bring the problems 
of the farmers to the forefront. 
The 
city problems are blazoned upon the 
front pages of the metropolitan dail­ 
ies and echoed in the country press, 
but the troublefc c*. the farmers ara 
seldom told, except by those who 
seek to profit by the 3tory, and the 
glitter of the package oittimes ob­ 
scures the substance. A searching in­ 
vestigation into the needs of the 
farmers will reveal many inherent de­ 
fects in our economic system that can 
be easily remedied when properly un­ 
derstood and illuminated by the pow­ 
er of the press. 
The rural press, tho pulpit and tho 
school are a trinity of powerful In­ 
fluences that the farmer must utilize 
to their fullest capacity before he can 
occupy a commanding position in pub­ 
lic affairs. These gigantic agencies are 
organized In every rural community 
and only await the patronage and co­ 
operation of the farmers to fully de­ 
velop their energy and usefulness. 
They are local forces working for 
the best Interests of their respective 
communities. 
Their w*ork is to build 
and their object is to serve. 
They 
prosper only through the development 
and prosperity of the community. 
Every farmer in this state should 
subscribe for the local paper, as well 
as farm periodicals and such other 
ubllcations as he may find profitable, 
ut he should by all means subscribe 
for his local paper, and no home 
should be without it. The local paper 
Is part of the community life and the 
editor understands the farmer’s prob­ 
lems. 
It Is the local press that will 
study the local problems and through 
Its columns deal with subjects of most 
vital importance to local life of the 
community. 


A Noble Task. 


In too many instances the country 
papers mimic the city press by giv­ 
ing prominence to scandals, accidents 
and 
political 
agitation. 
The 
new 
rural civilization bas placed upon the 
rural press renewed responsibilities, 
and enlarged possibilities for useful­ 
ness. 
It cannot perform its mission 
to agriculture by recording the frail­ 
ties, the mishaps and Inordinate am­ 
bitions of humanity, or by filling its 
columns with the echoes of the strug­ 
gles of busy streets, or by enchanting 
■tories of city life which lure our 
Children from the farm. 
It has a higher and nobler task. 
Too often the pages of the city dailies 
bristle with the struggle of ambitious 
men in their wild lust for power, and 
many times the flames of personal 
conflict sear the tender buds of new 
civilization and illuminate the path­ 
way to destruction. 
Tho rural prers 
is the governing power of public senti­ 
ment and must hold steadfast to 
principle and keep the ship of state 
in the roadstead of progress. 
Th© 
rural press can best serve the inter­ 
ests of the farmers by applying its 
energies to the solution of problems 
affecting the local community. 
It 
must stem tho mighty life current 
that Is moving from the farm to the 
cities, sweeping before it a thousand 
boys and girls per day. It has to deal 
with the fundamental problems of 
civilization at their fountain head. Its 
mission is to direct growth, teach ef­ 
ficiency and mold the intellectual life 
of the country, placing before the pub­ 
lic the daily problems of the farmers 
and giving first attention to the leg­ 
islative, co-operative, educational and 
social needs of the agricultural classes 
within its respective community.
